a bell (known as the Devil's 
Knell) is rung in Dewsbury, 
Yorkshire.

Il, when it was rung twice only, 
the bell has been rung every 
year for 700 years, 

Legend says that the custom 
was begun in the 13th century 


by a local baron, who as pen- 
nance for killing his servant gave 
a bell to the parish church and 
ordered that it should be rung 
every Christmas Eve to remind 
him of his crime, 

By tolling the bell once for 
every year since the birth of 
Christ, the final stroke being 


timed to ring exactly at the hour 
of midnight, local people believed 
that the devil would be kept away 
from the parish for the next 12 
months,

The Scottish village of Killin, 
Perthshire, has a Christmas cus- 
tom which is unknown elsewhere, 
Every Yuletide the villagers go to 
a nearby stream and = gather 
rushes, which are pulled instead 
of being cut. 

These rushes are then used as 
a temporary resting- place for a 
number of stones taken from the 
gables of an old corn mill; they 
are stones with a history, The 
villagers will tel) you that their 
patron saint, St. Fillian, used 
them centuries ago to cure the 
ague, sprains, and other ailments 
and injuries. He simply rubbed 
the affected limb with one of the 
stones, and a complete cure fol- 
lowed, 

Nowadays, the stones are 
brought out each Christmas, laid 
on their bed of rushes, and later 
returned to the gables of the 
mill, In this way Killin both 
celebrates Christmas and per- 


estimates that 2,000,000 Germans 
were killed during the war.

In Peden’s day spills that sometimes crippled a man 
for life were numerous, due principally to the improperly 
constructed tracks on which many of the races were run 
off. 

Today—when Peden and his associates book into a 
city for one of their shows—the question of a decent 
track no longer worries them. They have their own track, 
a portable, $40,000 job that happens, oddly enough, to be 
for hire wherever required, 

Peden has a nice ‘piece’ of this project. What's more 
he can guarantee riders, somewhat for the same reasons 
that the head of the United States Professional Golfers 
association can guarantee the appearance of many of the 
top shotmakers in his particular line. Incidentally, the 
onetime AC2 had no connection with the promotion in 
Washington, where the riders walked out on the backers 
because they weren't getting paid.

21.—(AP)—The 
government announced yesterday 
a four-year plan to harness all the 
United Kingdom's manpower, capi- 
tal and raw materials in a drive for 
economic recovery. 

The goal is to make Britain self- 
supporting by the time the Ameri- 
can-financed European Recovery 
Program comes to an end. For the 
| British people the plan Is a call for 
four more years of struggle and 
austerity 
There may be “modest” increases 
in supplies of food, the planners 
said, depending on the success of 
the program to boost domestic pro- 
duction. A 15- to 20-per-cent in- 
crease in clothing and household 
goods was promised 

Details of the plan were con- 
tained in a 30,000-word white paper 
setting forth what Britain must do 
to get out of the red by 1953.
